U. S. Beaten? Give Industry Green Light

WASHINGTON-(NEA)-AH of 


(he fatalistic yammer about how 
America is on the brink of doom 
now that Russia has put two sat- 
ellies in monotonous orbits fails 
lo recall how it was that America 
won two world wars. 


It was U. S. production that 


stopped the Kaiser and Hitler. 
And the potential of U. S. pro- 
duction to stymie the ambitions 
of Khrushchev has never been 
greater than it is today. 


This f a c t o r in America's 


strength has been casually dis- 
missed with the argument that 
in a third world war. with the 
quick e x c h a n g e of hydrogen 
bombs settling the issue within a 
week or so. U. S. industry will 
nol have time to be a factor in 
the outcome. 


What this argument does not 


consider is that if America can 
keep ahead in the cold war, there 
never will be a hot, shooting war. 
And to say that America has lost 
the cold war just because of the 
Sputniks is ridiculous. 


ANY PENTAGON officer, from 


a gold bar lieutenant on up, can 
explain one of the basic concepts 
of 
America's 
defense 
today, 


which is that Russia will no! a"l- 
tatk unless she is certain that 
the ability of the United States 
to retaliate is virtually wiped out 


with that first blow. 


That's what American industry 


is now in an excellent position 
to prevent if given the chance. 
And it is about to get that chance. 


Even the most pessimistic ex- 


pert admits that Russia does not 
have a huge stockpile of inter- 
continental missiles now. 
and 


isn't likely to for a couple of 
years. Some estimates say that 
it could be five years before Rus- 
sia has a big stock of these ter- 
ribly complex weapons. 


In the meantime the very large 


number of big and small U.S. 
firms in the missile field report 
that they are capable of going 
into mass production, anytime, 
with little fear of bottlenecks or 
delays. 


This claim is supported by Air 


Force experts and the Army's 
Gen. II. lsr. Toftoy. head of the 
Redstone Arsenal in Huntsville, 
Ala., where the Jupiter interme- 
diate range ballistic missile has 
been developed. 


TOFTOY r e v e a l s that the 


Chrysler Corp. has done its de- 
velopment work on Jupiter with 
a constant eye on the quick start 
of mass production, when that 
might be ordered. This has now 
happened, and as soon as funds 
arc made available Chrysler will 
be ready to begin tooling up and 


cranking out Jupiters.

Projected production schedules 


are secret. But the immense fa- 
cilities and production know-how 
of Chrysler, once turned loose, 
can start turning out IRBMs at a 
rate dismaying to the Russians. 
Douglas 
Aircraft 
Company is

IRBM with simiiar dispatch. 


No elaborate machine tools ar« 


needed to build ballistic missiles 
E'ich as are required for aircraft. 
The steel industry can supply all' 
the special steel needed with 10 
strain, industry spokesmen claim. 


Producing rocket fuels will be 
"' tremendous burden on the 
country's chemical industry. And 
the U.S. Atomic Energy Commfs- 
sion indicates that there is an 
abundant supply of nuclear ma- 
terials for IRBM warheads.

NEW LONDON; Conh.-(NEA) 


— Two submarines have'just re- 
turned from a trip under the ice 
near the North Pole. The explora- 
tion was completely successful 
except for one thing, crew mem- 
bers didn't know who won the 
World Series. 
; 


However, a new kind of rec- 


ord was set. The voice of Elvis 
Presley was heard only JSO miles 
from the top of the world. 


What life is like aboard a sub' 


under the ice in the Arctic was! 
described by the commanding of-j 
ficer of the Nautilus, the first 
atomic-powered pig boat in his-j 
tory. He is Cmdr. William R. An-i 
derson. 36; Annapolis '42. 


The two subs that made this 


epochal voyage were Hie Nautilus 
an dlhe Trigger. The Nautilus is 
319 feet long and has been re- 
fueled only once since she was 
launched in 1054. She carried 14 
officers, 101 enlLsted men and four 
civilian scientists who work for 
tSe Navy. These scientists ar» 
oceanographers and meteorolo- 
gists. 
'^ne 265-foot Trigger is a con-j 
ventional sub. in that she is pow-j 
ered by diesel oil, rather than nu-i 
clear energy. She bore eight of-j' 
ficers and 75 enlisted men. 
|- 


Cmdr. Anderson said the find-it 


ings resulting from the voyage 
will give us a much better un- 
derstanding of the earth's struc- 
ture near the North Pole. They 
also will enable us to make more 
accurate forecasts about the in- 
fluence of Arctic ice upon navi- 
gation. 


Both ships sailed from New 


London. The Trigger, due to her 
slower speed, left three days 
ahead of the Nautilus. They met 
this side of the ice pack. 


The Nautilus left Aug. 19 and 


got back Oct. 23. She traveled a 
total distance of more than 13.000 
miles, of which 1,400 were under 
ice. This is by far (he greatest 
distance any man-made machine 
has glided beneath the ice pack. 


Special sonar devices in the 


Nautilus enabled the scientists 
aboard her to determine the char- 
acter of the ice, its bottom con- 
tours and the percentage of open 
water to ice floes. 


The commander said the ice 


pack is not one solid sheet of ice.

Beneath ice there is a deeper 


stillness than'obtains underwater 
w the open ocean. 


Cmdr. Anderson said he felt no 


especial sense of awe in the 
knowledge (hat they were cruis- 
ing beneath ice. However, he did 
say this: "When you're doing 
something for the first time 
you're always respectful of the 
situation." 


Twice, due to the blowing of 


fuses, the Nautilus lost the power 
supply to her two gyro-compass- 
es. Each time this condition last- 
ed onJy briefly 


The vessel is equipped with 


magnetic compasses, too, so she 
never got lost. 


The 1,400 miles the Nautilus 


traveled under the ice was done 
in three separate runs. For se- 
curity reasons the commander 
was purposely vague, but he did 
say that one run lasted three 
days and covered from 600 to 
1,000 miles.
